Justin Jordan”s work has appeared in more than a dozen 
comic book anthologies (Hard Words, Kagemano, Strange 
Consequences), along with being a three time competitor in 
DC’s Zuda competition with Rumors of War, Junk and The 
Assignment. He lives in the wilds of Pennsylvania where he's 
occasionally mistaken for a sasquatch. He's not especially 
confident in his cover letter ability. His bloody new series 
with artist Tradd Moore, THE STRANGE TALENT OF LUTHER 
STRODE, debuts October 5th. 


What are you working on right now? 

Right now, trying to find a colorist for another project. 
Which is one of the parts of the job | like least, because 
| don't see color well and it's actually pretty tricky to 
separate the coloring from the art. I'm lucky to have 
Felipe kicking buttocks on Luther Strode. 


What's the best part of your job? 

Well, | get to make stuff up, which | have to admit is 
pretty awesome. Actually, | wish | were a faster writer so 
that | could get to my new ideas faster, which is a good 
problem to have. 


What's the worst part of your job? 

| don't really like the project management aspect of it. 
This isn't an issue with Tradd and Felipe on Luther, but 
harassing people to make deadlines and firing folks, 
both of which I've had to do this week, are not things 
that | like to do and | would happily foist them off to 
someone else should the opportunity arise. 


How did you first discover comics? 

You know, I'm not entirely sure. | do know that | was 
into comics before | could read, and | actually learned 
to read pretty early so that | didn’t have to keep 
dragooning family members into doing it for me. 


| suspect | saw comics the first time at the grocery store 
or the convenience store with my Mom.The first comic 
book | can remember reading was Popeye. 


If you weren't working in comics, what 
would you be doing? 

Writing. Comics doesn't yet pay my bills, so | do 
freelance writing, mostly for businesses. It's not hugely 
exciting, but it pays pretty well, and | can work in my 
Pajamas. 


What's the strangest thing a fan has ever 
said to you? 
"Man, if he was really dead | was going to punch you!" 


He was kidding. Probably. 


What are you most likely to complain to an 
editor about? 

You know, I've yet to work with an editor in comics, so | 
have no idea. The only thing | can think of is if | weren't 
getting paid on time, or worse, the artist wasn't getting 
paid on time. I'm pretty easy going otherwise. 


Who is the biggest influence on your work? 
That's a tough question. | can see a bunch of different 
people from a bunch of different mediums in my stuff, 
and it changes from project to project. Looking at 
Luther Strode now, for instance, when l've been done 
for a few months, | can see some Quentin Tarantino, 
Elmore Leonard and Joss Whedon in it. 


Oddly enough, there's a lot of Elmore Leonard and 
Robert Parker in my writing. | tend towards short, 
punchy dialogue and there are big stretches where 
the action is telling the story and | suspect it's because 
of them. 


What is the single work of which you're most 
proud? 

THE STRANGE TALENT OF LUTHER STRODE. Hands 
down. | realize I've mentioned it a few times already, 

but it's the best thing l've ever done. It's not perfect, but 
rereading it, there's nothing in that | could have done 
better than | did it, which is pretty damn rare for an 
insecure writer type. 


Own up to one of your guilty pleasures. 

Just one? | watch a ridiculous amount of the show 
American Greed, which is mostly about frauds and cons 
and is narrated by Stacy Keach. This probably wouldn't 
qualify as a guilty pleasure except that | probably watch 
four hours of it a week.
